member of the Xavnrlan Brotberhood 
In the world, virtual founder of St 
Xavler's ColleRe In Louisville, and 
one of the pioneer members of the 
order in thla country, died ot the in' 
BrniiiUs of ace at hia room at the 
college on Broadway, near Second, 
HU lllneaa dated back to laat Jane, 
when he waa proatrated by the heat 
Five weekA ano his qondltlon became 
•o serious that he waa forced to re- 
llnquiah his duties aa Secretary «nd 
Treasnrer of the college. Brother 
Stephen received the benediction of 
Pope Plus Thursday from Mgr. Dlo- 
mcde Falconio, upon the occaalon ot 
the latter'a Tlalt to the ooUage. He 
had expresaed tbe wlah that be re- 
tire the Papal blaaaing from the 
appatolio delegate before death. 

Brother Stephen had been in I^onls 
TlUe flfty-four yeara of the the fifty 
ilx years he bad spent in this country. 
He w.Ts horn April 6, 182.", at Atten 
dorn, near Muenster, Westphalia, fier 
many. He went to Muenater early In 
life after having been graduated from 
high aebo^; and there, while plying 
the trade of a tailor, eoneelTed a 
- plan for the betterment of young 
men a prey to the allurements of the 
city. He associated himself with 
others in the work; organlrInK what Is 
now known as the Koping Institute 
similar to the Young Men's ln«tltut8 
In America. Soon the society ex- 
tended throughout the German Em- 
pire, and to other European coun- 
trlea. Brother Stephen. hIa work ac- 
eomplltted, withdraw from tte work 
and Father Koplng. for whom It was 
named, too' charge. 

At the age of twenty-three yeara 
Brother Stephen, or Adolph Sommera, 
rewlved to join the Xavarian Brother- 
hood, which had been founded nine 
years before at Brugaa. Belgium, by 
Theodore Ryken. He waa admitted 
to the order December 8. 1848. Pre- 
viona to hIa eztrance he continued to 
work aa a tailor. He came to 
America in IS.'iS. «fter having per- 
fected himself in the Kngllsh language 
In Engl'ind. Tlowcvcr. the brother- 
hood was iiiKliTKoliiK a flntfbclal 
crlals, and soon afterward the brothara 
In America were recalled to Bnrope. 
Brother Stephen, with Brother 
rranela, dedded to remain In this 
country to fight the battle and In a 
few yeara their eftorU ware rewarded. 

I'pon coming to Loulavllle Brother 
Stephen was Installed at St. Patrick's 
school, but the following year hecama 
a teacher at the school of the Church 
of Our Lady of the immaculate Con- 
oeption. Eighth and Grayson streets, 
where be remalaed tor a number of 
yeara. He waa appointed novice 
master of a novitiate eeUbUihed here 
In I860, when a eoloay ot brothara 
came to this country from Europe. 
He fml to St. Mary's Industrial 
Scjrjol In 1879, and subsequently be- 
came a member of the faculty of St. 
Xavlar'a Inatltuta now St. Xavler's 
College. In ItM Brother Stephen 
eelebrated the dftleth annlveraary of 
kla eatranoe Into the congregation of 
St. Xavler. at the time being one of 
aix broUiora In the world who had 
epent fifty yeara of their lives In the 
work of the order. Brother Stephen 
was one of the tlrst directors of St. 
iCavler's College and was regarded as 
ita virtual founder. tTntIi fifteen years 
ago he held tha chair of German at 
the eollege, at tkat time becoming 
SecreUry and Tnanner. Among his 
puplla at St. Xavler'a and at the 
Mbool at Mghth and Oiayaon streets 
were many prominent members of the 
clergy and laity of the city. 

Brother Stephen was known to 
thousands of puplla and graduates of 
St. Xavler's School. Ha was a favorite 
with them. Notwlthataadlng hla ad> 
ranead age, until toroed abed laat 
lummeR, he poaaeaaed wnuaual vitality 
and walked erect aa a youth. His 
memory waa considered remarkable.
